tendency is due to a natural courtesy, 


Curiously they are more prone to re- 


sent criticism or fault finding than the 
genuine "railroad hob'" would be. Yet 
they are the kind that needs to be 
made the object of energetic "kicking" 
—as much for their own good as for 
the public convenience. 


A" great part of the necessity for 


"kicking" by passengers would be ob- 
viated if railroad and steamer em- 
ployes attended to their duty. The 
rules of transportation companies are 
broken frequently in the presence of 
tho employes, who make themselves 
conveniently blind and deal Anything 
that is sober enough to buy a ticket 
and drop it into the box can take pas- 
sage in an elevated train if care be 
taken not to "sass" the ticket chopper 
or the train men. And as for smoking 
in the waiting rooms and often on the 
cars, it is so common as to be lead to 
the belief that one of a station keeper's 
requisites for employment is a total 
absence of tho sense of smell.

our gain of gold was Slii,63-1,666 against 
a loss during the saine period of the 
proceeding year of f5S,900,616. 
Our 


gold guin in a vear has therefore been 
not less than 575,000,000. 


With improved and improving busi- 


ness, with confidence completely re- 
stored and with an assured promise of 
abundant crops—corn is estimated at 
more than double last year's produc- 
tion—the. figures at the end of the 
present fiscal year will pretty certainly 
record a twelvemonth of almost un- 
exampled prosperity. —World.

All the letters of 
the experts and the report of Mr. Knox were 
printed by order of the senate.

paid Judge Sherman had rendered a bill to the 
exchange for his services, »s he claimed, for se- 
curing the services of his brother, senator 
Sherman, to put the bill through. 
Judge 


Sherman was then a United States district 
judge. 
After denouncing the attempt of Mr. Harvey 


to "smirch" the 
congress of the

States, as 
infamous. Mr.

column of the Cincinnati Pest this 
morning will be of interest to many 
Portsmouth people. It is a brief his- 
tory of the triumphs of a famous ball 
team. 


Up in the state nearly every follower 


of the fortunes of the diamond kings is 
rooting for the Reds to win, 
If the 


good wishes of their out-of-town con- 
stituents could cut any figure in the 
championship race, Cincinnati would 
land that bunting. 
Last week's tour 


through the Buckeye state was. in the 
nature of a continuous ovation. Nearly 
every fan who cheered them has a line 
on the percentages and is as well 
versed in the progress of the race as 
the 33d degree city crank, whose only 
glimpses of grass are gained at the ball 
park. 
Portsmouth sent down several car 


loads of rooters who were among those 
who mourned at the late defeat of the 
Reds, encompassed by Senator Abbey's 
great work. 
When the national game 


was in pinafores, Portsmouth claimed 
one of the greatest baseball teams in 
the land, and at least three of its mem- 
bers are now numbered among Cincin- 
nati's substantial citizens. The crack 
of the bat is still as delightfully music- 
al to their ears as it was in the days of 
their youth, when
